How to Grow Strawberries 
Selecting Varieties 


While there are a few varieties such as Dunlap, Gibson and a few others that are 
universal favorites, most varieties have their own particular climates and soils, which 
are especially adapted to them. 

If you are in doubt as to what varieties yeu should plant, we are always ready to give 
our advice. Merely tell us whether your soil is clay or loam, and we will give you a list 
of varieties that will prove most valuable to you. Your success in a large measure is 
dependent on the varieties you grow. Our success depends on your Success, and we will 
do all in our power to make your strawberry crop profitable and satisfactory. 


When Plants Are Received 


If your ground is not in condition for planting or if the weather is unfavorable for 
planting, care for the plants as follows: Open the package, take out one variety at a 
time, open the bunches and spread the roots thinly along the side of a shallow trench, 
then cover the roots with dirt not higher than the crown of the plant. Select a cool 
shady place if possible. If the ground is dry sprinkle well with water and keep moist 
until ready for planting. If cared for in this way you can keep the plants for several 
weeks. They will throw out fibrous roots and be in excellent condition for planting. If 
you can plant them in two or three days it will be unnecessary to heel them in as we 
pack them carefully and unless delayed on the road they will arrive nice and green, and 
you can keep them in a cellar or any cool place a few days. But always open crates 
or package as soon as possible. 


Mating Varieties 


Strawberry plants are divided into two classes, namely, staminate and pistillate. 

The pistillate varieties are the self fertilizing and can be grown successfully with no 
other varieties. 

The staminate varieties are imperfect and must have a row of some pistillate variety 
of same season, set every third row to properly pollenize the blossoms. 

The pistillate varieties are marked (P) in price list and staminate or imperfect vari- 
eties marked (IMP). 


Preparing the Soil 


In planting your strawberry field, you should be eareful to select a field where the 
air has plenty of circulation. If possible select a rich eastern slope, this will assure 
early berries. 

This ground should be plowed as early in the spring as possible; do not plow when 
wet. Plow deep and work up well with spring harrow or disk. If the soil is rough or 
lumpy it should be rolled or floated until it is well pulverized.

Fertilizing 
Clover or Alfalfa sod land is an ideal bed for strawberries, but should be well pulver- 
ized and worked up before Planting. You cannot get your ground too rich for straw- 
berries. Where good stable manure, well rotted, is available, we recommend it as 
superior to any other fertilizer you can use. The manure should be applied at the rate 
of about 20 tons to the acre. This should be applied before plowing, but can be used to 
advantage after the plants are set, 


Setting the Plants 


First, be sure that your soil is in good condition. We always go over our land with 
a spike-tooth harrow before planting as this tends to level the ground and loosen the 
soil. For marking we use a hand marker, making three rows at a time. Choose a day 
if possible when there is no wind and right after a little shower. A common garden 
spade may be used for making the holes, which is done by giving the spade a slight 
backward and forward movement, being careful not to loosen the soil. The hole should 
be wide enough to readily receive the plant and a little deeper than the plant requires. 
The roots should be straight down and slightly spread, this will give them more moisture 
and they will start right off. Be careful to get the plants at the proper depth; have the 
roots in the ground but do not cover the crown. The crown is the heart of the plant, 
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and it must be where it can breathe and draw its oxygen’ from the air.

Mulching 


As soon as the ground commences freezing in the fall, it is necessary for you to mulch 
your strawberry beds if the ground is of a nature that is liable to heave during freezing 


and thawing weather. 


The best mulch is hay or straw, and this should be applied lightly over the entire row. 
When growth starts in the spring this mulch should be removed and can be left be- 


tween rows if desired. 


This will hold moisture and keep weeds down.
